& 0. TRAIN AS HE 
RUNS AFTER BALL 

John Charles Gettle, Mne Years of 
Age, Dies of Injuries Received When 
Wmck By Krelght Train Near C. 
A 0. IWjxit Wednesday. 

John Charles Gettls, nine-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John Gcttis, died 
within a few minutes after being 
struck by a C. & O. freight train near 
the local station Wednesday afternoon 
at about 4 o'clock. 

The boy's father operates a restaur- 
ant near the depot and the lad with 
little playmates was pluylng ball near 
the father's place of business. The 
ball was knocked to the Gettis boy and 
he failed to catch it. It rolled between 
the concrete pavement at the station 
and the east bound* track and not 
noticing the apprachlng eastbound 
freight ualn. the little fellow ran lo 
recover tho ball. He was struck by 
the cylinder of the engine and knock- 
ed under Its wheels. 

The train ran completely over him 
severing one leg from Ihe body and he 
received serious Injurled to other 
parts of the body. Dr. A. O. Taylor, 
local C. & O. surgeon, was called Im- 
mediately but upon his arrival found 
that there was nothing he could do to 
save the lad and he died within a few 
minutes after the accident. 

The little fellow was a student at 
the First District school and was a 
favorite In the West Knd of the city. 
He was a well mannered boy who 
made friends with everyone and his 
parents have the sympathy of the en- 
tiro community In their sore bereave- 
ment

says that the passing of a westbound 
train drowned tho noise of the ap- 
proaching. Another playmate said he 
saw the east bound train approaching 
and called to Gettis but he could not 
hear the warning. 

Coroner Thomas V Higgins was 
called and made an investigation and 
will holj an inquest following the fu- 
neral. 

The funeral of the young boy will 
be held at 3 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon from the Christian church and 
burial will be mnde In the Maysville 
cemetery.

"In pursuanco of Its general policy 
of having the government do every- 
thing, the Democratic administration 
encouraged tho belief that supplying 
money to both individuals and nations 
is one of the most important functions 
of government. The railroads were 
taken over and defictis paid out of 
public funds. If Congress hud permit- 
ted, this new national policy would 
have been greatly extended. Even af- 
ter tho Armistice and the certainty 
that the war had terminated, there 
was a disposition on the purt of the 
Democratic administration to be as 
liberal as possible In paying American 
money to foreign nations. 

"The Republican administration has 
a far different conception of the prop- 
er sphere of government activity. It 
also has a full understanding of prop- 
er lines of investment for private cap- 
ital owned by citizens of the United 
States. Mr. Harding has made it clear 
that the t'nlted States has no objec- 
tion to American business men enter- 
ing Into conference with foreign busi- 
ness men and negotiating loans of 
surplus capital in tho 1'nited States to 
any enterprise or any nation desiring 
to borrow the same. Those loanB, of 
course, would be made upon security 
the sufficiency of which would be de- 
termined by tho lenders. It Is not the 
province of government to say that its 
citizens either shal lor shall not make 
loans of this character so long ns 
those loans do not conflict with the 
International policies of this govern- 
ment. In order that theer might not 
be any such conflict tho administra- 
tion nsked that before making loans 
American financiers Inform govern- 
ment officials what they contemplate 
doing. 

"American business men who are 
going to Kuropo to represent their 
own interests and the Interests of 
their clients are among the ablest 
flnanclors In the world. If It Is pos- 
sible for a plan to bo devised by which 
loans can be made, these men ran un-

Tl UERCl LOSLS SCHOOL 

AT OTEEJf, Jf. C. 

A tuberculosis school similar to that 
held last year, will be conducted by 
the U. S. Public Health Service from 
June 1 to 30 at the Government sana- 
torium in Oteen. X. C. The class will 
((insist of .10 medical officers and 30 
nurses, who will be drawn for the 
most part from other service hos- 



pltals. A few others who are identified 
with tuberculosis work in different 
parts of the country, although not em- 
ployed by the government, will bo ad- 
mitted. 

The grst school, which garduated 22 
physicians and 19 nurses who had 
been carefully selected from the 66 
hospitals of the service, was patterned 
after the summer school at Saranac 
Lake, X. Y., with necessary adapta- 
tions to the special work required. 

Oteen hospital, with a capacity of 1,- 
100 beds, Is near Asheville, N. C, and 
Is conducted especially for tuberculo- 
sis patients. This delightfully Bituated 
and easily accessible sanitarium was 
built during the war by the Army and 
wate later turned over to the Public 
Health Service. It is in close proxim- 
ity to the Public Health Service hos- 
pital at Hilt more.
